Government Inspectors have been 
quietly at work in Cumberland for some 
time and noting the existence of "Cow 
tick" among cattle, quarantined the 
county and placed a restriction on o 
ers to sell or remove infested stock 
der penalty of having such stock ( 
fiscated and the owners subjected to a 
heavy fine. The "tick" was brought 
into the county on cattle from Tennessee 
and is a knockout to the cattle trade 
from that section. 

That bordering counties will be invad- 
ed by this nest, despite the quarantine, 
is feared from the fact that in the dying 
of one grown tick is but the breeding of 
hundreds of new ones.

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AN INTERESTING 

BIT OF HISTORY 



r with "Ken 
est" Dick Tate in the 
Orient. 

It was about June, 1888, just 
before my departure for Japan. I 
was approached by a gentleman 
who had been in the legislature 
at the time Dick Tate's defalca- 
tion was unearthed. He inform- 
ed me that it was generally un- 
derstood that Tate was in the 
Orient, probably Japan, and by 
discovering and bringing about 
his arrest I could make a reputa- 
tion and a nice sum of money. I 
took no interest in the matter for 
I regarded Tate as unfortunate 
rather than criminal. The ex- 
perience of Tennessee's Treasur- 
er Polk was fresh in my mind, 
and his tragic end in contrast 
with that of some of his highly re- 
spectable predecessors had so 
wrought on my sympathies that 
I would not have reported Dick 
Tate even though by the turn of 
my hand I could have done so at 
a reward of $1,000. 

Just before I went aboard my 
steamer at San Fransisco, as I 
entered the Pacific -Mail Pier, I 
was handed a letter asking me to 
lookout for the refugee and re- 
port him to the care of the Amer- 
ican Consul at Yokahama, then 
Clarence B. < -reathouse, a native 
of Woodford county, Ky. The 
letter was neither replied to nor 
preserved. I arrived in Yokaha- 
ma on the 18th of August and 
while I made it my first duty to 
meet Consul-General Greathouse, 
I never mentioned the name of 
Dick Tate to him nor he to me. I 
presume he felt as little interest 
in the matter as I did for he was 
a typical Kentuckian, broad mind 
ed, big hearted and generous 
souled. On the 12th day of Aug- 
ust I was in Fikko, an Imperial 
watering place in the mountains 
of Northen Homdo, where there 
had recently been built a very 
expensive hotel for Summer tour- 
ists, and where American Am- 
bassador Hubbard was spending 
the summer. On that day I had 
strolled alone to the shrine of Ja- 
pan's line of illustrious Shogans 
beyond comparison the most en- 
trancing spot my eyes ever rest- 
upon. While there, walking 
alone, I met an elderly gentleman 
somewhat care worn and burden- 
ed, who engaged me in conver- 
sation about the beauties of the 
surrounding scenery. When he 
learned I was a Kentuckian he 
became intensely interested, but 
disclosed to me only the fact that 
he was an American and had liv- 
ed sometime in Canada. I had 
forgotten what name he gave me. 
I saw saw him occasionly in Nik- 
ko for a day or so when he dis- 
appeared. On my return to Yok- 
kohama, about the 17th, I casu- 
ally met the same gentleman at 
the Grand Hotel, where we sat 
together in the twilight, smoking 
Manila cigars and discussing pol- 
itics in America, the Presidential 
campaign between Cleveland and 
Harrison then being in its insip- 
ient stage. 

The following day I left Yoko- 
hama by the steamer Sagami 
Maru, one of the steamers sunk 
by the Russians in the late war 
as a transport. In that city on 



the 24th of August to my sur- 
prise I met face to face in the 
Oriental Hotel lobby the same 
distinguished looking tourist 
whom I had a few days previously 
met in Nikko and Yokohama. We 
merely shook hands and passed 
on, for I was in the hotel to call 
on a party with whom I had 
made the voyage. The stranger, 
however, took time to tell me 
that he was spending a few days 
in that section and was going 
within a day or so to Kyoto, the 
ancient capito! of Japan, and a 1 
place of immense interest to 
tourists. Some days later I was 
myself in Koyoto, and was stop- 
ping at the foreign hotel, well 
up on the mountain side. It was 
in the evening, and > I was sitting 
on the veranda in coversation 
with Lieutenant Butterworth, an 
officer of the cruiser Charleston, 
then at anchor in Hiogo Bay. 
About ten o'clock I was very 
agreeably surprised at the ap- 
pearance of my friend, the Amer- , 
ican-Canadian. He invited me 
to his room, where we had quite 
an extended conversation, during 
the progress of which I discover- 
ed that he knew a great deal 
about Kentucky politics and Ken- 
tucky history. This fact, though 
perhaps singular to the average 
American, struck me with no 
surprise from the fact that an 
intelligent globe trotter is of all 
men the best informed on all 
matters of current history. He 
told me he had been an admirer 
of John Young Brown, regarded 
Proctor Knott as one of the great- 
est men of the nation and he had 
frequently met Henry Watterson. 
It occured to me during that con- 
versation that he, genial stranger 
though he was, might know 
more about Kentucky history 
than what he had read. But I 
would not under any sort of con- 
sideration have taken steps that 
could have caused him any great- 
er uneasiness than he was then 
a victim of, to say nothing of 
bringing about his arrest or im- 
prisonment. The gentleman dis- 
appeared from my vision as an 
apparition. 

The matter passed from my 
mind until about 1987, when be- 
ing in Frankfort I learned that a 
suit had been filed in that county 
by the heirs of Dick Tate to re- 
cover the amount of his life in- 
surance, and in that suit letters 
had been filed written by him 
from Japan to his family. I was 
led by my curiosity to go accom- 
panied by my friend, Tebbis Car- 
penter, of Scottsville, to the 
Franklin County Clerk's office to 
examine those letters. I discov- 
ered this very interesting coinci- 
dence, that one of those letters 
filed with that suit was written 
from Nikko on the very day of 
my mysterious stranger at the 
shrine of the Shoguns. Another 
was written from Yokohama the 
very day after I smoked my first 
Manila cigar with the same in- 
teresting stranger in the Grand 
Hotel in that city. And the other 
had been written from the an- 
cient capital of Japan on the 
very day and date of my long 
conversation with the well in- 
formed American-Canadain on 
the veranda of the Yaami Hotel, 
overlooking the sleeping city of 
the unconquerable Yamate, amid 
scenes of exquisite beauty that 
rival the pictured splenders of 



the Alhambra. 

These were the last letters 
written by Dick Tate, the exile, 
\o the remnant in Kentucky of 
what was once the loving, belov- 
ed and happy family of Dick 
Tate, one of nature's towering 
noblemen, whose generosity and 
bounding fellowship had proved 
the wreck and ruin of his life as 
well as theirs. When I read 
those letters and had a descrip- 
tion of this one time idol of Ken- 
tucky Democracy, then I knew 
that I had missed what a sordid 
spirit would have seized upon as 
an opportunity. Dick Tate was 
nothing to me. I had never seen 
him until the day we met amid 
the unbroken stillness of Japan's 
slumbering heroes in that grove 
of a thousand years, where hov- 
er the spirits of warriors com- 
pared with whom, if history 
were exact and impartial, the 
name of Caesar and Napoleon 
would aspire no higher than to 
occupy second place. But he 
had been a friend of my friends 
and my right hand shall forget 
its cunning before I shall turn to 
barter the misfortunes of one 
who had been so capable of mag- 
nanimity, generosity and human 
fellowship. 

If that was Dick Tate, and I 
have never doubted that it was, 
then I was probably the last 
Kentuckian to grasp his hand 
and look into his eye, a hand that 
was raised always for a frrend, 
and an eye as kindly as that of a 
woman's. -Senator N. Utlidge.

Filth is especially dangerous to 
all young stock. 

Save the earliest and best of 
young stock for breeders. 

The plumpest bodies are found 
in the short-legged fowls. 

It is advisable to breed from 
choice old hens so long as they 
live. 

As a rule, medium-weight tur- 
keys sell best— especially around 
the Holidays. 

Lice cause fully nine-tenths of 
the mortality among the young. 

Yearling breeding stock, as a 
rule, do not produce strong stock. 

While the young turkey is ten- 
der, the old ones are very hardy, 
and do not need any artificial 
warmth in winter. 

Turkeys thrive better in an 
oo#n ahed with a high roost than

Its last Gov- 
ernon was a figure of considera- 
ble interest, whose learning be- 
wildered the chance visitor from 
a passing ship. This voluntary 
exile, having a splendid library 
of classics, and able to command 
five languages, seemed as solita- 
ry a figure as Selkirk himself 
must have been. Living there 
with his little family, he played 
the host with princely dignity, 
and his conversation was lumi- 
nous upon every point except the 
reasons that brought him here 
to spend the years among a few 
untutored natives.

Here is a question that i> prob- 
ably being worked over in tht 
nds of a great many who raist 
hogs. And we can say"! with 
general application of the state- 
ment, that when hogs cough the] 
have worms. This being the 
case, it is necessary to look after 
a remedy for killing the worms, 
for hogs will not thrive when 
wormy. One of the best rem- 
for worms is turpentine. 
It should be fed in slop to all 
hogs except sows that are preg- 
nant. A tablespoonf ul to a buck- 
et of slop is a fair proportion 
and should be allowed to stand 
for an hour or two before feeding 
it. 

A thing that contributes much 
to the health of hogs is to keep 
plenty of ashes or cinders before 
them all the time. At this sea- 
son of the year, the cobs from 
the corn which is being fed on 
the ear may be burned and char - 
red. In Charring them salt 
should be thrown on in sufficient 
amounts and it is also well tc 
throw on some copperas. 

At this time there is a gnat 
amount of disease abroad in the 
land, and the man who i* mos^. 
successful in curing it. is ifae fel- 
low who prevents it. Regarding 
the prevention of disease, there 
are no hard and fast rules ex- 
cept cleanliness of sleeping and 
feeding quarters, care about the 
amounts and time of feeding and 
keep the hogs free from lice- 
mange and worms.— Ex.

roots have the shape so much de- 
sired by ginseng users, and that 
particular flavor desired by them 
is obtained. These growers have 
over four acres set in the plant, 
and are adding more to their gar- 
den each year. Their harvest 
begins this year by digging their 
first years planting, which at 
$6. .per dried pound will produce 
$1500 worth per acre. Their 
crop of seed this year, will reach 
1,200,000, which they claim, will 
produce over half that many 
plants.
